PERENNIALS  FOR  FALL  PLANTING 


To  the  real  lover  of  flowers  the  care  and  requirements  of  each  individual  specie  of  plants  comes 
always  instinctively,  for  he  reasons  with  the  plant.  He  knows  full  well  that  when  he  transplants  a prim- 
rose in  springtime  he  disturbs  it  at  the  most  active  time  of  life,  and  in  consequence  the  plant  receives  a 
setback  from  which  it  recovers  slowly,  perhaps  never.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  all  perennials  can 
be  planted  in  the  springtime,  and  are  so  recommended,  there  are  some  of  them  which  would  succeed 
much  better  if  planted  in  the  fall;  for  instance,  some  of  the  earliest-flowering  kinds,  such  as  Arabis, 
Alyssum  Saxatile  Compactum,  Columbine,  Phlox  Subulata,  Iceland  Poppies  and  Oriental  Poppies,  if 
planted  in  the  spring  invariably  loose  thereby  a full  season’s  bloom;  others,  again,  like,  Lily  of  the 
Valley,  Dielytra,  etc.,  etc.,  can  only  be  planted  in  the  fall;  and  so,  for  this  season,  we  offer  here  a full 
list  of  such  perennials,  which  should  be  planted  in  the  fall.  As  descriptions  of  all  are  given  so  fully  in 
our  Spring  Book,  we  give  here  only  a summary  of  names  and  prices. 

The  Time  OF  Plantnig. — Perennials  as  enumerated  below  should  be  in  the  ground  before 
October  15ffi,  for  they  must  make  another  new  set  of  roots  and  establish  themselves  thoroughly  before 
winter  sets  in.

— As  these  young  plants  must  be  thoroughly  established  before 
even  frost  sets  in,  puddle  the  plants  when  set  in  the  ground  and  shade  them  from  the  glaring  sun  for 
the  first  few  days  after  transplanting;  when  the  ground  is  frozen  (not  before),  cover  the  beds  with  either 
dry  leaves,  straw  or  salt  hay,  but  at  no  time  use  hot,  fresh  or  moist  manure;  some  varieties  should  be 
wintered  by  planting  them  in  a cold-frame,  and  such  sorts  are  prefixed.*

September  and  October  are  the  two  ideal  months  for  planting  this  “Queen  of  June,”  and  such 
roots  as  we  furnish  should  give  an  abundance  of  flowers  this  coming  spring. 

Paeonies  love  a sunny  situation,  a good  rich  but  well-drained  soil  and  ample  space  to  grow  in; 
when  planting,  dig  a good-sized  hole,  put  a good  layer  of  well-decayed  stable  manure  in  the  bottom, 
cover  it  with  at  least  six  inches  of  pure  soil  and  place  the  roots  so  that  the  crown  of  it  is  about  three 
inches  below  the  regular  surface  of  the  garden;  allow  three  feet  of  space  for  each  clump.  We  do  not 
believe  in  offering  to  our  patrons  roots  which  require  growing  three  years  before  the  first  flower  shows, 
and  we  rejoice  in  being  able  to  offer  stock  such  as  cannot  be  duplicated  in  this  country.
